A hearing at the Court of 
Appeal, on August 10th, de¬ 
nied the leave to appeal the 
decision of the Mountain 
View County (MVC) Subdi¬ 
vision Development and Ap¬ 
peal Board (SDAB), regard¬ 
ing the new County Admin¬ 
istration Building. 

This was the last chance 
for an appeal against the 
building, but this is not 
stopping Dwayne Berreth, 
appellant. 

Berreth submitted a let¬ 
ter to the SDAB, saying it 
was a formal application to 
revoke the County’s devel¬ 
opment permit for the build¬ 
ing. 

The letter states that the 
SDAB, at the April 2nd Ap¬ 
peal Hearing, added a con¬ 
dition to the approval of the 
building permit. The condi¬ 
tion was: “The applicant 
(MVC) shall take or cause to 
be taken such steps as may 
be required to prevent silt 
and construction debris from 
entering Deadrick Coulee 
during the period of Con¬ 
struction of the County Ad¬ 
ministration Building and 
the two Ancillary Build¬ 
ings." 

Berreth claims the 
County breached the condi¬ 
tion of their building per¬

mit, by allowing silt and 
mud to enter Deadrick Cou¬ 
lee during the site prepara¬ 
tion. Berreth wants the 
building permit revoked, 
since he believes the condi¬ 
tion of approval for the per¬ 
mit was breached. 

“1 have documented evi¬ 


dence that will prove with¬ 
out a doubt that silt and mud 
entered into the Deadrick 
Coulee during site prepara¬ 
tion,” Berreth’s letter states. 
“I will supply supporting 
documentation upon re¬ 
quest.” 

The County believes these 


allegations are false. 

“We believe all the con¬ 
ditions have been met,” 
said Harold Johnsrude, 
County Commissioner. “We 
don’t feel any condition was 
breached.” 

Johnsrude went on to 
say that the work of the 


Appeal Board is done, and they 
are not a body to make sure the 
conditions are followed. 

“The Appeal Board identified 
the conditions,” said Johnsrude. 
“We have done the due diligence 
and met these conditions.” 

Berreth is expecting a quick 
response from the SDAB.

Council remuneration 
increase

After all information was 
considered, the committee rec¬ 
ommended, “The monthly re¬ 
muneration for the mayor be 
increased to $475, and for the 
councillors to $325.” 

This recommendation was 
carried by the committee, and 
another meeting was planned 
to finalize any other options 
that might be necessary. 

On July 21st, the committee 
got together to finalize their 
report. Swalm presented to the 
committee, a preamble that he had 
dralted out using stats from the 
spreadsheet comparison, provided 
by Brenda Hemming, director of 
Corporate Services. 

It was agreed the preamble and 
motion would be presented to the 
Council at their next regular meet¬ 
ing. 

It was presented, and Council 
passed the motion to make these 
increases. 


In submitted report, it was 
noted that some towns pay 
their mayors and councillors a 
larger monthly amount, but do 
not pay for time spent in the 
committee meetings. It ap¬ 
peared the mayor and council¬ 
lors of Didsbury receive about 
$125 to $170 each, per month 
from attendance at committee 
meetings. 

The report stated, “The Sal¬ 
ary and Benefits Disclosure for 
Didsbury shows the following 
for 2003: mayor’s income was 
$12,779 consisting of $5,400 
(450 per month) and commit¬ 
tee work of about $615 per 
month, totalling per month 
$1064. 

The councillors income was 
about $5600 each per year. 
Their monthly income was $300 
plus $166 from committee 
work, totalling per month 
$466.” 


Didsbury Town Council re¬ 
cently increased the monthly 
remuneration, making Council 
wages more competitive with 
the rest of Alberta. 

At the request of Town CAO 
Brian Irvine, a committee was 
set up to study the rates of re¬ 
muneration for the mayor and 
the councillors serving 
Didsbury, in comparison with 
35 Alberta towns. Millie 
Lennox, Gayle Veno and 
Willard Swalm made up the 
committee. 

The committee was given a 
list of 35 Alberta towns, which 
included their respective popu¬ 
lation numbers and the rates 
of remuneration for their may¬ 
ors and councillors. A compari¬ 
son was done, with these rates 
to the rates of Didsbury. 

The average monthly rate for 
these mayors is $715 and for 
the councillors, $416. For com¬ 
mittee meetings, the average 
rate is about $55 per hour. 
Didsbury rates for mileage, 
meals and per diem are very 
similar to those of other towns.

FORCE UPDATE 

group given one last 
opportunity

Mountain View County 
(MVC) Council found all bids 
presented to them at the Au¬ 
gust 11th Special County 
meeting, for the construc¬ 
tion of the new Administra¬ 
tion building, too high. 

Bids from five contrac¬ 
tors’ were received by the 
Administration Building 
Committee last week. The 
process of obtaining these 
tenders from contractors be¬ 
gan some time ago with an 
open call for submissions for 
proposals from contractors’ 
across Canada. From 15 pro¬ 
posals, the Building Com¬ 
mittee approved a short list 
of eight contractors (all Al¬ 
berta firms) for tendering. 
Of the eight, five submitted 
tenders.

Each contractor was pro¬ 
vided with complete sets of 
construction drawings, and 
all sub contractors’ in local 
markets were provided ac¬ 
cess to the plans as well. 

“The tendering process 
was conducted in a very open 
and transparent way,” said 
Linus Murphy, architect 
with Cohos Evamy. “From 
the word go, it was inclusive 
of local contractors’, sub¬ 
contractors and trades and 
everyone quoting had access 
to the complete scope of 
work. ” 

The County found that all 
five bids came in higher 
than anticipated; although 
the bids were comparatively 
very close. 

“When we see bids this 
similar, we know our con¬ 
tractors’ quotes are reflect¬ 
ing real market costs and 
the bids are complete," said 
Murphy. 

When asked why costs 
were higher than budget, 
Murphy responded by saying 
a combination of the very 
aggressive building market 
in Alberta and dramatici'ly 
escalating costs for raw ma¬ 
terials (including steel 


which has risen over lh r /< in 
the last 6 months) has re¬ 
sulted in a price increase 
wave that the entire build¬ 
ing industry has been an¬ 
ticipating for over two 
years. 

Because of numerous is¬ 
sues brought forward by the 
Mountain View Taxpayers As¬ 
sociation, and the recent ap¬ 
peal from Dwayne Berreth, 
the County’s tendering proc¬ 
ess for the building has been 
delayed several months. 

At the special Council 
meeting. Council passed 
these resolutions: (1) That 
all bids were over the budget 
and therefore unacceptable 
as submitted (2) Revisit the 
building plan and budget 
with the lowest bidding con¬ 
tractor (Dawson Wallace 
Construction) in an effort to 
explore options for reducing 
the budget without jeopard¬ 
izing the building’s scope 
and design. 

“While we are not going 
to compromise the integrity 
of this project or the exten¬ 
sive amount of work that 
has gone into the design, 
functionality and budget 
processes, we are going to be 
diligent in finding cost effec¬ 
tive solutions,” said Charlie 
Van Arnam, County council¬ 
lor and Building Committee 
member. “This may result in 
a combination of adjusting 
some elements, and finding 
new sources of revenue. At 
the end of the day, we’re go¬ 
ing to have a building that 
meets the community’s long 
term needs and our financial 
realities.” 

The Building Committee 
has already started to ex¬ 
plore options with Cohos 
Evamy that could result in 
savings without compromis¬ 
ing the build’s scope, design 
or functionality. 

“Getting the budget on 
track is important,” says 
Ron Richardson, County 
councillor and Building 
Committee member. “How¬ 
ever, we have a responsibil¬ 
ity to construct a building 
that will offer value to our 
community for the next 40 
years. That’s why everything rec¬ 
ommended in the design has a 
specific purpose. We are not going 
to start removing elements just for 
the sake of cost alone. Every deci¬ 
sion we make has to be consid¬ 
ered in the context of the big pic¬ 
ture and value for the long run.” 

“We are very pleased with the 
pro-active way Cohos Evamy has 
tackled this budget reality,” 
Richardson continued. “Together 
I am confident our team will find 
the right answers.” 

The Building Committee will 
bring a recommendation back to 
the August 25th Council meeting 
for review and approval. Construc¬ 
tion will begin thereafter. 


Elevator

The Friends of Rescuing the 
Carstairs Elevator (FORCE) 
had one last opportunity on 
Friday, to walk through the 
last standing grain elevator in 
the Town. 

Despite many efforts and 
hard work by committee mem¬ 
bers to save the last standing 
elevator in the Town, the group 
is nearly at the end of the track 
when it comes to ideas that 
they could save the elevator. 

The group had conducted a 
Phase I study on the elevator 
building itself which proved 
that the building was safe, and 
worth saving. 

According to Gwen Day, 
chairperson of FORCE, the last 
roadblock set before the group 
came when the group’s lawyer 
advised them to get a Phase II 
study completed before they 
took over ownership of the el¬ 
evator. 

A Phase II study is a study 
on the ground that the eleva¬ 
tor sits on, to ensure the land 
was not contaminated. 

‘There used to be an old fer¬ 
tilizer plant on this site, so we 
weren’t prepared to take on 
ownership without knowing 
the risks we face with the 
land,” Day said. 

But, after fund-raising 


nearly $8,000 for the Phase II 
study, Agri-Core turned around 
and told the group they were 
not allowed to proceed with the 
study. 

‘Without that study, we are 
dead in the water,” Day said. 
‘We just couldn’t take over that 
kind of responsibility.” 

Day says there are other 
ideas being discussed. One idea 
was to move the entire eleva¬ 
tor to a new location, but Day 
says this idea doesn’t look fea¬ 
sible either. 

The most logical and afford¬ 
able idea, which Day says the 
group is talking about is build¬ 
ing a small replica of the eleva¬ 
tor somewhere in Town and 
using it as an information 
booth. 

“We would make it an infor¬ 
mation booth but also a site 
where people can come and 
learn about the elevator,” Day 
said. 

The point of last Friday’s 
walk through was so that the 
group could create a list of any¬ 
thing they wanted from within 
the elevator. 

‘Agri-Core has told us we 
can pick out anything from the 
building that we want to pre¬ 
serve,” Day said. 

And, this is exactly what the 
group did. The group created a 
long list of items from lamps to 


scales to signs which they 
would like preserved to house 
in their new, ‘information 
booth,” that they hope will be 
constructed. 

Rino Basso, a Senior Pres¬ 
ervation Advisor from the Gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta, was on 
hand for the walk through. 

Basso was on hand to col¬ 
lect information to see if the 
building would be worth sav¬ 
ing and preserving. 

‘If the evaluation from the 
Alberta government deemed the 
building a historical site, then 
it would be saved,” Day said, 
who says this is really her last 
hope in saving the last free 
standing elevator in the area. 

The problem is that before 
it can be deemed a historical 
site FORCE needs to assume 
ownership, which isn’t possible 
right now because of Agri-Core 
not allowing the group to go 
ahead with a Phase II study. 

When Day was asked if this 
is getting her down and if she 
is about ready to give up, she 
took a deep breath, and said, 
‘No.” 

‘I just keep listening to 
what other people are saying 
and just keep pushing on other 
doors hoping for something.” 

Agri-Core was, once again, 
unavailable for comment prior 
to press time.

On July 5, 2004 I wrote to 


you regarding the BSE crisis 
and the effect it is having on 
my constituency of Wild Rose. 
By now, I would have ex¬ 
pected the courtesy of a reply. 

Allow me to reiterate, 
while you take your time de¬ 
ciding whether this is a pri¬ 
ority to your government, 
citizens all across Canada 
continue to suffer. This prob¬ 
lem is not going to go away, it 
is only going to get worse for 
the thousands of farming 
communities already strug¬ 
gling with this mounting cri¬ 
sis. 

I recently met with the Ca¬ 
nadian Cattlemen’s Associa¬ 
tion, and they very clearly 
stated that the only resolu¬ 
tion to the BSE crisis is for 
the United States to re-open 


their border to live Canadian 
cattle. 

In order to accomplish 
this, we must develop a non¬ 
partisan industry and gov¬ 
ernment task force. This ini¬ 
tiative must include our 
American counterparts and 
be convened as soon as possi¬ 
ble. The Cattlemen’s Associa¬ 
tion has already endorsed 
this strategy and I am calling 
on you personally, as Prime 
Minister, to assist in putting 
this plan into action.

The effects 
gophers have 
on our crops 


Dear Editor: 

We are writing this in re¬ 
ply to your editorial on Au¬ 
gust 4th. As long as we con¬ 
tinue to expand our own en¬ 
vironments, humans and 
animals will continue to 
come into conflict with one 
another and this is certainly 
true with our ever-expand¬ 
ing gopher population. 

Although we would agree 
that it is a shame to have to 
destroy any animal whose 
territory we are encroach¬ 
ing upon, occasionally we 
are offered little in the way 
of alternatives. 

To be good to all of God’s 
creatures (because we can’t 
really pick and choose, that 
wouldn’t be right) would 
mean that spiders and 
houseflies need to be taken 
outdoors (and put in the 
habitat that suits them 
best), ants would be allowed 
to live in your basement and 
walls (or moved en masse to 
a better environment), and 
wild cats would be given free 
reign of your yard, even if 
they decided to nibble on lit¬ 
tle Fido. 

Although gophers can be 
seen as “cute” with their 
“little eyes and little lungs”, 
the damage that they can 
inflict on crops and live¬ 
stock can be crippling, espe¬ 
cially during a period of 
drought as we have wit¬ 
nessed here in Alberta in the 
past few years. 

Natural alternatives may 
be seen as a good and posi¬ 
tive choice (i.e. more birds) 
but what happens when the 
gopher population decreases 
and the birds are left with a 
dwindling food source - now 
we have a bird problem. 
Then I guess we bring in big¬ 
ger birds to eat the smaller 
birds and then...? 

In Alberta it is estimated 
that gophers cause 20-30 
million dollars in damage, 
Saskatchewan Agriculture 
estimates that 5.4 million 
acres are overrun and that 
10-50 percent of crops are 
damaged or eaten each year 
- it is safe to assume that if 
farmers are paying for this, 
the consumer will take up 
the cost on the other end. 

If we want to offer go¬ 
phers sanctuary on our 
farms, you, the consumer, 
better be ready to pay more 
for your goods. Surely a line 
must be drawn somewhere.

IN THE COURTS 

Mischief and 
causing a 
disturbance 


A 37-year-old Didsbury 
man will spend a year on 
probation, pay a $750 fine 
and pay restitution in the 
amount of $288.90 to the 
Olds RCMP after pleading 
guilty to mischief and caus¬ 
ing a disturbance. 

Kelly Gene Patrosh was 
arrested May 22 after Olds 
RCMP were dispatched to a 
Didsbury home regarding a 
called in complaint. 

He refused to comply with 
police and continued shout¬ 
ing insults at his wife and 
arresting officers as he was 
being led to a nearby 
cruiser. 

When inside he proceeded 
to try to kick out one of the 


vehicle’s windows causing it 
to shatter. 

After unsuccessfully try¬ 
ing to tazer Patrosh, police 
succeeded in using pepper 
spray to incapacitate him. 

The unemployed former 
county worker was under 
the influence of alcohol at 
the time of the incident. 

“This is a horrendous 
record,” said Judge Maloney 
as he reviewed Patrosh’s 
criminal background prior 
to sentencing. 

“You must understand by 
now that you have a serious 
problem with alcohol.” 

Patrosh must also un¬ 
dergo alcohol, drug and an¬ 
ger counselling.

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Carstairs Magician ‘wows’ judges at International 

competition

What started out as a hobby 
has now evolved into the start of 
a successful profession for home¬ 
town magician, Kenley Browne. 

Browne, who lives just east of 
Carstairs, is on his way to becom¬ 
ing a professional magician. 

Turning doves into chickens, 
pulling scarfs out of nowhere, and 
being able to change costumes 
faster than the blink of an eye is 
the mystery that unfolds when 
Browne is performing on stage at 
various locations around Alberta, 
and even the United States. 

In fact, you could probably call 
Browne one of the best young 
magicians on the continent be¬ 
cause for the past two years he 
has taken first place at the Pacific 
Coast Association of Magicians 
Competition and Convention. 

Browne recently returned from 
Spokane where he took part in the 
convention and competition, beat¬ 
ing out 21 other contestants for 
the second consecutive year earn¬ 
ing him the top title, again. 

Last year, when the same event 
was held in Vancouver, Browne 
captured the judges and amazed 
the audience and took home the 
top prize. 

Browne was in Spokane from 
August 4 to 7, taking part in the 
convention and competing, where 
a performance he has been work¬ 
ing on for a year amazed the 
judges. 

There are no requirements or 
pre-requisites to compete at this 
event, but you would be silly to 
even try if you aren’t nearing the 
professional level, like Browne. 

“They allow anyone to com¬ 
pete. But, you have to get a mini¬ 
mum of 60 out of a 100 to place,” 
the young, hometown magician ex¬ 
plained. 

Browne earned a score of 80 
out of 100, which he says he was 
pleased with. 

The competition part of the 
convention is judged by actual, 
professional magicians. So, not 
only did Browne have a tough job 
at trying to amaze magicians who 
know most of the tricks up his 
sleeve, but he says he always 
learned a lot from the judges. 

When it came down to origi¬ 
nality, Browne received a score of 
20 out of 20 for his performance. 

Many of the acts performed at 
the conference which Browne took 
part in two weeks ago involved 
many routines involving Dove 
birds. 

“When you use animals, you 
always seem to have an easier time 
winning over the judges,” Browne 
said. 

But, with the tight guidelines 
being enforced at the United 
States border Browne wasn’t sure 
if he would be able to get his Dove 
birds over the border, so reverted 
to creating a performance with¬ 


out any animals. 

“I created a routine with no 
animals in it. This is sometimes a 
little more challenging, but the 
theme I selected was a pirate 
theme,” Browne explained. 

Browne says it was a challenge 
trying to make his performance 
better than those performers us¬ 
ing birds, but obviously it worked 
because he took home first prize. 

In short, Browne’s perform¬ 
ance was focused around pirates. 

When it was time for Browne 
to take to the stage, his perform¬ 
ance started with him sleeping on 
stage, dressed as a janitor. 

Once the music started he 
awoke, and started sweeping, por¬ 
traying being a janitor. After 
sweeping for a few minutes and 
gathering up bits and pieces of 
paper, all of a sudden these bits of 
paper magically turn into a treas¬ 
ure map. 

“Basically, when the paper re¬ 
stored back into this treasure 
map, the ideas of me wanting to 
become a pirate came about,” he 
explained. 

Browne then lifted up a sheet, 
and almost as fast as your eye can 
blink by the time he brought the 
sheet back down his costume had 
been changed from a janitor into 
a pirate. 

“Even the judges said (my cos¬ 
tume change) was pretty fast,” 
Browne recalled, with a smile. 

His performance consisted of a 
number of other tricks that 
wowed the audience and the 
judges, such as him producing 
coins out of nowhere and a flying 
scull just hovering on stage. 

“This took about a year to de¬ 
velop,” he explained. 

The idea came after his family 
watched Pirates of the Caribbean 
and suggested the ‘Pirate’ theme 
to Browne, who immediately 
signed up to the challenge. 

It’s not very common for 17- 
year-old’s to be involved in such 
an amazing past time, but it’s one 
that Browne has worked hard at. 

When Browne was just a 
youngster he recalls watching 
David Copperfield, a famous ma¬ 
gician, on Oprah, on television. 

“I remember watching him 
levitate a table, and I remember 
thinking, ‘I want to do that’,” 
Brown said, as his eyes lit up with 
excitement. 

So, that Christmas, Browne 
received his first, ‘Magic Kit.’ 

And, he started going through 
Magic Kits like the average child 
goes through socks. 

He went through kit, after kit, 
after kit until there were no more 
kits available. 

Besides exploring different 
magic tricks through his magic 
kits, he took out every magic book 
available to him through the lo¬ 
cal library, and any book store. 

“I think I got all the magic 
books 1 could practically get my 


hands on,” he explained. 

Two years after starting arma¬ 
ture magic, Browne hit a dead end, 
because he has bought every 
magic kit possible and he had read 
every magic book he could find. 

It was later that year that he 
found out that his family doctor. 
Dr. Richard Wray of Olds, was a 
practising magician. 

“He ended up taking me under 
his wing and started mentoring 
me, and I have just grown from 
there,” Browne said. 

Despite magicians not disclos¬ 
ing the tricks they hide up their 
sleeves, Browne says magicians all 
share their tricks. 

“Magicians pass on the differ¬ 
ent tricks to each other,” he said. 

Browne wouldn’t disclose any 
of his tricks during his interview, 
because he says that takes the fun 
out of magic.

“I keep it a secret from most 
people. Just my family and other 
magicians really know how my 
tricks are performed," he said, 
with a chuckle. 

The biggest kick which Browne 
gets from performing is watching 
peoples faces when he performs a 
magic trick. 

“The reaction of the audience 
is fun to watch,” he said. “I often 
get asked, ‘How did 1 do that,’ and 
I always say, ‘Very well.’” 

Browne has performed at dif¬ 
ferent events all around the County 
as well as different parts of Alberta, 
with a lot of his work being done 
in Olds. 

He is paid for the majority of 
his performances, but says he al¬ 
ways steps forward for charity 
work. 

Being a magician takes a lot of 
time and practice, and just like any

activity Browne belongs to a Cal¬ 
gary magic club called, ‘Ring 66.’ 

Browne hopes to make a ca¬ 
reer out of magic and will be at¬ 
tending the University of Calgary 
next September where he will ma¬ 
jor in stage drama and produc¬ 
tion. 

His next on-stage performance 
will be held on September 18 in 
Drumheller. 

The exact time and loca¬ 
tion in unknown at this 
time, but people can contact 
Browne.

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Ag Society President Welcomes all to Fair and Rodeo

If there ever was a weekend to 
stick close to home, it’s this one - 
just ask Didsbury Agricultural 
Society President, Ken 
Anderson. 

“We’ve got a lot of fun, family- 
oriented entertainment at the Fair 
and Rodeo this year,” says 
Anderson. “...It’s a pretty good 
bang for your buck, and it runs 
all weekend (August 20 th -22 nd ).” 

This is the second year the Ag¬ 
ricultural Society has held the an¬ 
nual event at the new Rodeo 
Grounds site located just slightly 
north (along RR 220) and west (at 
the 2nd railway crossing) of town, 
but by no means the first such 
event for Anderson. 

“I helped organize the first fair 


before we were even an Ag Soci¬ 
ety,” Anderson explains. “That’s 
when the Elks, Ix*gion and Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce got together to 
put it on.. .but we lost money that 
first year (I think it was $450.00) 
so then we decided to form an Ag 
Society and tap into some fund¬ 
ing to help pay for all the costs 
involved with this kind of 
thing...that’s basically how it all 
came about.” 

From successful roots, come 
successful events, and so it is with 
this year’s Fair and Rodeo. “It’s 
looking great,” says Anderson. 

Among the many attractions 
and highlights this year will be two 
very impressive facilities on site. 
"We have a new stable bam and a 
new riding arena," Anderson ex¬ 
plains adding the amenities are in 
addition to two new sets of 
bleachers. “We should have room 
for about 450 people now in the 
stands alone.. .but of course any¬ 
one is welcome to set up a lawn 
chair on the burm as well. A lot of 
folks actually prefer to do that. 
You can see just about everything 
no matter where you sit.” 


Rodeo action kicks off Friday 
night at 6:00 pm with the ever- 
popular FCA (Foothills Cowboy 
Association) events like: Bare- 
back, Steer Wrestling, 
Saddlebronc, Calf Roping, Barrel 
Racing, Boys Steer Riding, Team 
Roping, find Bull Riding. The 4-H 
Outlaw Riders will be on hand to 
officially open the event. 

This year's line-up of events 
should be particularly enticing 
with three new entries being added 
to the usual roster. “New this 
year are Novice Bareback, Nov¬ 
ice Saddlebronc and Junior 
Bullriding,” Connie Conley ex¬ 
plains. “That’s over and above 
our usual events. It should help 
attract even more entries this 
year...” 

Saturday's Rodeo will begin at 
1:00 pm with all the events tak¬ 
ing place throughout the after¬ 
noon. “There will be a Shriner’s 
Musical Ride at intermission, 
and we’ll have Mini 
Chuckwagon Races. Mutton 
Busting, and even a Rodeo 
Clown for the kids to enjoy too. 
It’s going to be a great show.” 


Additional kid-friendly activi¬ 
ties and highlights include a Kids 
Train, Astro-Jump. Laser 
Maze, Face Painting, Bal¬ 
loons, and a whole array of 
carnival-style games and ac¬ 
tivities from which to choose. 

Canine lovers in the family will 
look forward to the Dog Show 
being organized by the 4-H Coun¬ 
try Critters complete with demon¬ 
strations by some real Calgary 
Superdogs. 

Sunday will mark the return 
of the Annual 4-H Rodeo 
Achievement event. Sunday 
(August 21*) is the day the Out¬ 
laws really shine as they partici¬ 
pate in the 4-H Rodeo beginning 
at 9:00 am. This family event is 
free of charge and will involve 4- 
H Club members from around the 
province. Events include: the Key 
Hole race. Thread the Needle race, 
Pole Bending, Flag Picking, Bar¬ 
rel Racing, Goat Tying, Goat Tail 
Untying, Steer Daubing, Steer 
Undecorating, and a Pony Ex¬ 
press Race. 

Even the intermission promises 
to be entertaining with live music 


from local performers such as 
Candice Durocher and Lee-Ann 
Block. 

Regular patrons to the Fair 
will also be looking forward to 
Sunday’s annual Tractor Pull 
event. Some of the best vintage 
equipment in the region will go 
head to head in a friendly compe¬ 
tition where a weighted sled is 
pulled over a set distance. Just 
how much weight is involved dic¬ 
tates the class of the competition. 
Pulls begin at 12 noon. 

Anderson encourages patrons 
to catch as many of the highlights 
and attractions as possible. “Come 
early...take in the breakfast at the 
Elks Hall, the parade, visit the 
Bench Show, the Farmer’s Mar¬ 
ket, the Rodeo, Tractor Pull and 
all the other events we have lined 
up for you. Visit us at the new 
grounds. Please join us this week¬ 
end mid make memorable times 
with your family and friends.”

The Glenbow Museum in Calgary 
has yet another theory as to where the name ‘Dog Pound’ came from 
but all seem to agree that the Cree Indians camped along the banks 
of this creek during the winter as it provided a natural roadway to 
the game area.

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QUESTION: Are adopted children more likely to be 
rebellious than children born to biological parents? If 
so, are there any steps I can take to prevent or ease the 
conflict? My husband and I are thinking about adopting 
a toddler and the question has me worried. 

DR. DOBSON: Every child is different and adopted 
kids are no exception. They come in all sorts of packages. 
Some boys and girls who were abused or unloved prior 
to the adoption will react to those painful experiences 
in some way ... usually negatively. Others, even those who 
were not mistreated, will struggle with identity problems 
and wonder why their "real" mothers and fathers didn't 
want them. They may be driven to find their biological 
parents (during or after adolescence) to learn more about 
their heritage and families of origin. 

I must emphasize, however, that many adopted kids 
do not go through any of these personal crises. They take 
root where they are replanted and never give a thought 
to the questions that trouble some of their peers. As with 
so many other behavioral issues, the critical factors are 
the particular temperament of the child and how he or 
she is handled by the parents. 

I hope you won't be reluctant to adopt that child be¬ 
cause some special problems might — but probably won't 
— develop. Every child has his or her own particular chal¬ 
lenges. Every child can be difficult to raise. Every child 
requires all the creative energy and talent a parent can 
muster. But every child is also worth the effort, and there 
is no higher calling than to do that job excellently. 

Let me add one more thought. I knew a man and 
woman who had waited for years to adopt a baby. When a 
female infant was finally made available to them, they 
were anxious to know if she was healthy and of good her¬ 
itage. They asked if her biological parents had used 
drugs, how tall they were, whether or not they had at¬ 
tended college, etc. Then, the father told me later, he re¬ 
alized what he and his wife were doing. They were ap¬ 
proaching the adoption of this baby much like they would 
have bought a used car. 

They were "kicking tires" and testing the engine. But 
then they thought, "What in the world are we doing? 
That little girl is a human being with an eternal soul. 
We have been given the opportunity to mold and shape 
her as a child of God, and here we are demanding that 
she be a high quality product." They repented of their 
inappropriate attitudes and embraced that child in love. 

Adopted children, like all children, are a blessing from 
God and we are privileged indeed, to be granted the 
honor of raising one of His precious kids. 


QUESTION: Since you disapprove of public school 
sex-education programs as currently designed, who do 
you think should tell children the facts of life and when 
should that instruction begin? 

DR. DOBSON: For those parents who are able to han¬ 
dle the instructional process correctly, the responsibil¬ 
ity for sex education should be retained in the home. 
There is a growing trend for all aspects of education to 
be taken from their hands (or the role is deliberately 
forfeited by them). This is unwise. Particularly in the 
matter of sex education, the best approach is one that 
begins casually and naturally in early childhood and ex¬ 
tends through the years, according to a policy of open¬ 
ness, frankness and honesty. Only parents can provide 
this lifetime training — being there when the questions 
arise and the desire for information is evidenced. 

Unfortunately, moms and dads often fail to do the job. 
Some are too sexually inhibited to present the subject 
with poise, or they may lack the necessary technical 
knowledge of the human body. Another common mistake 
is to wait until puberty is knocking at the door and then 
try to initiate a desperate, tension-filled conversation 
that embarrasses the kid and exhausts the parent. If this 
is the way sex education is going to be handled, there 
has to be another alternative to consider.

Notes from Nigeria Farewell to Didsbury 


Dear Family and Friends, 

We live in Jos, Plateau State. 
Jos is nicknamed the Tin City be¬ 
cause til most a hundred years ago 
it was started as a tin mining com¬ 
munity, For quite a while there 
were British tin miners living in 
and around Jos. Hillcrest School 
benefited from this because the 
miners used their large equipment 
to help level several areas on the 
School compound. Hillcrest 
School is so named because it re¬ 
ally is at the crest of a hill. Most 
of the twenty or so acres of the 
School compound are slanted, so 
the leveling was very helpful, es¬ 
pecially for the sports fields and 
building sites. 

Jos is located on a plateau, 
which is over 4000 feet above sea 
level so the temperature is moder¬ 
ate. During rainy season the com¬ 
bination of higher elevation and 
lots of minerals in the ground 
means that we have quite a bit of 
lightning. All of this to let you 
know that our dial-up internet 
service has been down for about 
two weeks and the School’s sys¬ 
tem suffered significantly as well 
from lightning. Tonight I was able 
to get on the Internet, so I’ll try 
to send a letter. 

School started well with a 
slightly reduced staff, but every 
one was present. This semester 
there is no chaplain so the Super¬ 
intendent looked after the open¬ 
ing chapel. I have taken on the 
responsibility of arranging for 
speakers and service leaders for 
the Sunday services at Hillcrest 
Chapel. This morning we had a 
chaplains committee meeting and 
things seem to be going quite well. 

There are a few things that we 
hadn’t thought about, like com¬ 
munion, that will need to be taken 
care of, but overall things seem to 
be okay. 

Next week I need to travel to 
Ilorin for a General Board meet¬ 
ing followed by the General Con¬ 
ference of UMCA. This year al¬ 
most all of the Church leadership 
positions are up for election and 
that could mean quite a bit of 
change or no change. We are pray¬ 
ing that God will direct in the elec¬ 
tions and His leadership will be 
evident in who runs the Church. 
Please pray for me as I travel on 
Tuesday and return either Satur¬ 
day or Sunday. 

Janet has been limited by the 
lack of Internet access because 
putting the library online is being 
helped by using a database on the 
Internet. Today she got a new com¬ 
puter and was able to access the 
Internet for part of the day, but 
the cataloguing program wasn’t 
working-frustration!! We trust 
that our computer people will be 
able to get things straightened out 
quickly, but realistically expect it 
could take some time. 

Rainy season ends about 
the middle of October so af¬ 
ter that our Internet access 
should increase quite a bit. 
I’ve talked with several peo¬ 
ple about getting lightning 
rods installed, but we need 
information about the 
proper way to ‘build’ them. 
The Internet offers some 
info but not much in terms 
of actually how to do it. 

We’ll try to be more faithful in 
writing in the future, keeping in 
mind that our Internet access will 
get better soon. Thanks for your 
prayers. 


Dear family and friends. 

The beginning of school is al¬ 
ways a hectic time and this year 
is no exception. In fact this year 
is probably worse than some. All 
the teachers that we were expect¬ 
ing were here for the first day 
though some arrived just a day 
or two before school starting. 
Most of the students were also 
here on time. We are still short a 
few teachers so others are taking 
up the slack and teaching things 
they have never taught before. 
With fewer teachers, that also 
means that all of us are doing 
more of the extra things like be¬ 
ing class sponsors, discipleship 
leaders/mentors, serving on com¬ 
mittees and just taking up the 
slack where needed. 

The computers have not been 
working much of the time so that 
makes it difficult to get the work 
done that we need to do. Some of 
the computer teachers have had 
to come up with work for their 
students that can be done with¬ 
out the computers. Whenever it 
rains, and since this is rainy sea¬ 
son, that is everyday and some¬ 
times for several hours a day, the 
computers are turned off. We are 
learning to make our list of things 
we want to get done and then be 
flexible enough to change at a 
moments notice as computer ac¬ 
cess is available or turned off. It 
can cause a bit of frustration but 
we are learning to cope. I under¬ 
stand the computer departments 
reasoning. Too many computer 
components were burned up this 
summer from lightning strikes. It 
will be nice when rainy season is 
over and we can have computer 
access more hours of the day. 

Most of the students have now 
gotten back into the pattern of 
school. They know where their 
classes are and have settled down 
to work again. During the first 
few days there were a lot of changes 
to class schedules. Some students 
didn’t have enough classes and 
others had more than they needed. 
One student had 8 classes but no 
English, which is a required class. 
I had been assigned two study 
halls but there were no students 
in either of them. By the end of 
the first week I had 11 students 
in one of the study halls and 4 in 
the other. The first one was reas¬ 
signed to another teacher since 11 
is too many to have in the library. 

The school order came this past 
week as well. This is quite early 
for it to arrive but it is nice to have 
the supplies and new textbooks 
this early in the semester. The 
order has to be checked in the US 
before it is shipped to Nigeria. 
Often that means that most of the 
boxes have been opened, things re¬ 
moved and repacked in other 
boxes and everything generally dis¬ 
organized. It usually took us sev¬ 
eral days to try to sort out what 
came from which supplier and 
whom it was supposed to go to. 
This year, though some of the 
boxes were opened, things were 
quite neat and orderly. By the end 
of the first day we had most things 
sorted. There are still a couple of 
purchase orders to check in but 
everything from each supplier is 
still together so checking it in is 
easy. We should have everything 
sent to the proper classroom by 
the end of Monday.

It’s hard to believe it’s 
been only three years since 
my wife Coline and I 
checked into the Didsbury 
Super 8 after a more than 
two thousand mile journey 
from Toronto. 

We stayed there only a 
night before moving into 
our half duplex on Westhill 
Place. 

You may wonder what 
two city slickers from To¬ 
ronto are doing in Didsbury. 
I finished my theological 
training at Trinity College, 
part of the Toronto School 
of Theology and had applied 
during my final year to be a 
candidate for ordination for 
the Anglican Diocese of 
Calgary. 

While I had been living 
for 16 years in Toronto and 
was a Toronto native, my 
formative time as a Chris¬ 
tian came in Calgary Dio¬ 
cese as a lay member active 
in the parish of St. John the 
Evangelist, Calgary. 

Then I was a journalist, 
serving as religion writer 
for the Calgary Herald. 
When I moved west again in 
2001 it was as Deacon in 
charge of St. Cyprian’s An¬ 
glican Church, Didsbury, a 
small but vital congregation 
which had just completed 
building a new church, debt 
free in 1996. 

I had never lived in a 
small town, nor had my 
wife. In fact the smallest city 
I had lived in, only briefly, 
was Edmonton in 1976. So 
life in Didsbury has been 
full of new experiences for 
us-almost all of them posi¬ 
tive. 

The congregation of St. 


Cyprian’s has been friendly 
and supportive from the 
start. They welcomed us and 
showed us the ropes. They 
invited us into their homes 
for visits. I learned there is 
always time for coffee and 
“lunch” no matter what 
time of day I visit. 

I came to enjoy a new rou¬ 
tine-picking up newspapers 
at Didsbury Drugs, mail at 
the post office, bumping fre¬ 
quently into members of my 
parish and other friends. 
When you patronize local 
businesses you are always 
greeted warmly and some¬ 
times by name—something 
new for someone from the 
big city. 

I enjoyed meeting and 
working with other pastors 
from a variety of denomina¬ 
tions. The Didsbury, 
Carstairs and District Min¬ 
isterial became a place for 
me to meet and share with 
colleagues. While our de¬ 
nominations may differ on 
theology, we serve one Lord 
and we focused on areas we 
could work together. I was 
honoured to serve as presi¬ 
dent of the ministerial for 
two years. 

Some of my best memo¬ 
ries of Didsbury come not 
only from worship at my 
own parish but from Advent 
and Good Friday services 
which involved a number of 
members of the ministerial 
in a common Christian wit¬ 
ness to the community. 

It was also my privilege 
to serve the community on 
behalf of the ministerial on 
the Advisory Committee for 
Grimmon House, a facility 
to help young women escape 
life on the street. 

A great experience for me 


has been joining the 
Didsbury Golf Club and par¬ 
ticipating in Men’s night. 
Every Monday night the 
nine-hole course is over-run 
by eighteen teams of five 
golfers in a friendly search 
for points. 

It is a real social occa¬ 
sion. It has to be. With that 
many golfers it takes almost 
three hours to get nine holes 
in. And the camaraderie con¬ 
tinues in the clubhouse with 
stories of shots made and 
missed over beer, and deli¬ 
cious food. 

What I will miss most 
about Didsbury is the peo¬ 
ple. We’ve made many 
friends and enjoyed our time 
here. But in the church, it’s 
not uncommon to move on 
after a few years-particu- 
larly if it is your first par¬ 
ish. So I am moving to St. 
Mark’s Anglican Church in 
Calgary. 

I leave with mixed feel¬ 
ings. I will miss a lot of the 
things I have come to enjoy 
about small town living. But 
I have lived in Calgary be¬ 
fore and find it a good place 
to live-particularly in the 
older neighbourhoods. I 
lived in Inglewood before, 
and our new home is in 
Ogden. 

Coline and I are saying 
farewell but not goodbye. We 
hope to be back on occasion 
to see friends or make a 
getaway from the city. Coline’s 
mother, Elizabeth Falconer, 
who moved from Toronto to 
Didsbury in 2002, is also mov¬ 
ing to Calgary from Aspen Ridge 
Lodge. She too will miss 
Didsbury, especially the wonder¬ 
ful adult Day support program 
and the great staff at Aspen 
Ridge.
